KING’S ‘THEATRE. 

On Saturday evening this splendid Theatre was crowded in 
every part to welcome on their return to this country the four 
most accomplished singers in the world, Grisi, Rubini, ‘Tamburini, 














. and Lablache. ‘The Opera selected for their appearance was, 


Rossini’s chef d’euvre, La GazzaLadra in which their respec- 
tive styles have ample oppoitunity to display their peculiar ex- 
cellence. The four great artists were hailed with the most enthu- 
siastic applause on their en(ré, and throughout the Opera the ap- 
plause was continually reitecated. Grisi is, if possible, improved in 
beauty, and her voice has acquired increased power without in- 
juring the purity znd silvery sweetness of its tone; her acting 
and singing were of the highest order, the greatness of her dra- 
matic power being only equalled by the brilliancy and cotrect- 
ness of her singing. She was admirebly supported by her talented 
coadjutors, and the grand mestro himse!f must have. been de- 
lighted with the perfect manner in which his Opera was executed, 
had he been present. Atthe fall of the curtain,Laporte led forward 
Grisi, who was followed by the three great male vocalists, on 
whom the mo-t enthusiastic plaudits were lavished. Laporte well 
deserved his share for having prov.ded the public with so fine a 
treat. Pietro L’Hremita is to be produced to-morrow night. 
A French artist is now exhibiting at 28, Old Bond Street, Por- 
traits of the three Assassins, Fieschi, Pepin, and Moray, which 
are well worth inspection as works of art, and still more so as 
being attested likenesses of those great criminals. ‘The heads 
were painted immediately after their execution, and it is strange 
that there is no appearance of suffering, as itis natural to sup- 
pose their would be. Fieschi’s heed presents a mixture of grandeur 
and meanness rarely found, the forehead is fine,& said to be formed 





E.g J. Thomas, Printers, 6, La-ier Street, Strand, 
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exactly like that of the Emperor Napoleon, but the lower part 
of the face is rather that of a beast than aman. Morey’s isa 
remarkably fine head, indicating intellectual powers of a high 
order. Pepin’s is altogether as mean and ill looking. There is 
also a clever little picture of the Boulevards at the moment of 
the explosion of the infernal machine,and to-day will be added an 
exact model of the Guillotine.-—We recommend this exhibition to 
our readers.
